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Original Figure of $10,000 
For Interior Eq uipment 
Raised to $20,000 


W ith the construction of the Ruth­ 
erford building now up as far as the 
roof, General contracto r Preble has 
given the Rankin Dry Goods Company 
absolute assurance that the building 
will be ready for occupancy by Sep­ 
tem ber 15, according to H. P. Rankin.

In Rest Billets, France. 
June 14, 1917. 
My dear F re d:— W as pleased to re­ 
ceive the photo of the youngster this 
evening. H e certainly looks fine and 
healthy. 
As you will see, I am now having a 
rest—w hat we call “a m onth’s divi­ 
sional rest," and so we are billeted 
about (------ ) miles from the line, In 
barns of an old farmhouse. We put in 
four or five hours drilling daily, so we 
are feeling fine. 
Today we held the 
battalion sports, and on Saturday the 
brigade sports take place. 
1 have now put in ten m onths in 
France. How time travels, for it seems 
but yesterday since I was with you. 
W e had a great tim e in April, when 
we took part in the offensive. 
Our 
fellows attacked and captured one of 
the enem y's strongest fortified posi­ 
tions. 
1 can assure you we had an ex ­ 
citing time. 
W e 
captured 
several 
thousand prisoners. 
Two weeks after 
the offensive began I went to hos­ 
pital with “trench fever.” 
This com­ 
plaint is caused through ex posure, and 
the system being generally run down. 
I was away for a month, and had a 
good time. 
I was treated like a lord 
in the hospital, and, to be honest, very 
much regretted leaving the place. 
I am enclosing a photo of myself, 
taken just after leaving the hospital. 
The photo is a poor one, as all my 
friends say that they would not rec­ 
ognize me. 
Please give my kind regards to Mrs. 
Hudson and the youngster, and, with

ANAHEIM. July 13—Fred Hudson 
has Just received a letter from Victor 
G. Loly, a former Anaheim boy. who 
left bere a year and a half ago, joined 
the Canadian army, and is now "some­ 
where in France.” 
He worked in the 
W itman jewelry store while here. The 
letter is as follows: 
In Rest Billets, France. 
June 14, 1917. 
My dear F red :—Was pleased to re­ 
ceive the photo of the youngster this 
evening. H e certainly looks fine and 
healthy. 
As you will see, I am now having a 
rest—what we call "a m onth’s divi­ 
sional rest,” and so we are billeted 
about 
(-----) miles from the 
line, In 
barns of an old farmhouse. We put In 
four or five hours drilling daily, so we 
are feeling fine. 
Today we held the 
battalion sports, and on Saturday the 
brigade sports take place. 
I have now put in ten m onths in 
France. How time travels, for it seems 
but yesterday since I was with you. 
We had a great time in April, when 
we took part in the offensive. 
Our 
fellows attacked and captured one of 
the enemy's strongest fortified posi­ 
tions. 
I can assure you we had an ex 
citing time. 
We captured 
several 
thousand prisoners. Two weeks after 
the offensive began I w ent to hos­ 
pital with “trench fever.” 
This com­ 
plaint is caused through exposure, and 
the system being generally run down 
I was away for a month, and had a 
good time. 
I was treated like a lord 
in the hospital, and, to be honest, very 
much regretted leaving the place. 
I am enclosing a photo of myself, 
taken just after leaving the hospital. 
The photo is a poor one, as all my 
friends say that they would not rec­ 
ognize me.

General Burree, is thai the convicts 
were compelled to register on their 
registration certificates in the name 
of the prison in which they were < un­ 
tilled, thin- branding them to employ­ 
ers as ex-convicts. 
“Wilt n a man goes to seek a posf- ■ 
tion now," says Burree, "One of the 
first things the employer asks t h e : 
man is to show him hits registration 
certificate. 
“In the case of a discharged con­ 
vict he produces his registration cer-! 
titicate, 
imparting 
the 
information j 
that lie registered at either Folsom or* 
San Quentin prison, and immediately 
the employer informs him that he is 
sorry but cannot nee him. 
"This is added punishment for the 
crime the man committed and should 
be done away with. He paid the pen 
atty for his crime by serving his time 
in prison and should be given a chance I 
to make good.

L. Draper, prominent bean and 
beet grow er of the Snnltzer district. 
is fortifying himself against a short 
age of help in the bean harvesting sea­ 
son by converting an Owen bean sepa 
rater into a combined bean harvester. 
When Draper gets his machine fixed 
up as he has planned and the beans 
on his ranch are ready for threshing, 
he is going to meet the bean instead 
of hauling them to the fc'eparator, as 
is, the custom, 
He is having a 53-horsepower Wis­ 
consin motor mounted on top of the 
separator for the operation of the 
thresher. 
He will use a tractor en­ 
gine in hauling the thresher and will 
move the equipment down between 
the rows of beans, picking them from 
the ground and throwing them directly 
into the separator instead of hauling 
them by wagon to the machine.

land, France and Hie United States. 
The soldiers are over anxious to con­ 
tinue the fight.

“The American commission, headed 
by Elihu Root, has put new confidence 
into the Russian people.

As a m atter of fact, the record of 
Fred Fulton, the foremost contender 
for Jess W illard ’s championship, is a 
great deal better than the records of 
some of the most popular men who 
ever fought as heavyweights. 
The record of Jim Jeffries doesn't 
carry 
the 
awe-inspiring 
series 
of 
knockouts as does Fulton’s. 
Robert 
Fitzsimmons’ great record of fight« he 
won by a knockout doesn’t compare 
very well with Fulton’s, and John L. 
Sullivan's record shows he has engag­ 
ed in thirty-five bouts. 
Of these he 
has won twenty-five by a knockout. 
Once he was flattened and he lias lost 
two bout* on fouls. 
Jeffries went to the squared circle 
for twenty-one encounters, and on sev­ 
en occasions he was returned winner 
by a knockout. 
Sullivan appeared in thirty-six bat­ 
tles, just one more than Fulton, but 
he was able to win only eight of them 
by knockouts. 
Fitzsimmon* fought forty times, and 
won only twenty-three of them with 
a finishing punch.

CHICAGO. Ju ly 14.— A etate head 
light law has gone into effect in Illin ­ 
ois. 
It was signed by the governor 
only recently and seems to have slip­ 
ped through without the knowledge 
of the motoring organizations of the 
state. 
It undoubtedly will meet with 
the approval of motorists as a whole. 
I he chief provision of the ordinance 
is that no glaring headlights may be 
used under any circumstances within 
2 0 0 yards of an approaching vehicle.

must carry lights between sunset and 
sunrise.
